H. G. Wells 


Herbert George Wells, an English novelist, historian, journalist, 
and author of science-fiction stories, was born in 1866. His father 
was a shopkeeper, and his mother worked occasionally as a 
housekeeper. After completing his early formal schooling, Wells 
worked as a teacher. He later received a scholarship to study ata 
school with a special focus on the sciences. 


His training as a scientist is shown in his imaginative science- 
fiction stories. Wells described trips in airplanes and submarines 
when such modes of transportation had not yet been invented. 
The Time Machine describes a trip into the future, and The War 
of the Worlds is an account of an invasion from Mars. Several of 
his science fiction works have been the basis of popular movies. 


Though he is best-known for his science fiction stories, Wells 
wrote a variety of other works. He was a strong believer in 
education and wrote three lengthy books in which he tried to 
bring important ideas in history and science to the general public. 
His numerous books, articles, and essays also show his bold 
support of social change.
